folders of correspondence from the] 
publisher's desk, were recovered 
intact late Saturday. 


The newspaper's $100 cash re- 


ward is being given today to Mrs. 
Clyde Self, farm wife of Hope 
Route Four, who found a newsboy's 
sack stuffed with the stolen records 
floating in Caney creek three miles 
west of town while she was fishing 
late in the afternoon. 


The sack had lodged in a brush 


obstruction across the creek, sev- 
eral hundred 
yards 
below 
the 


bridge which spans the stream on 
Old Highway 67. Mrs. Self, a rural 
subscriber to The Star, said she 
was afraid to take the sack out of 
the water after prodding it with her 
fishing pole and finding it contained 
books and other papers, because 
she had heard of the robbery. 


She and her husband came to the 


sheriff's office and at 5:55 Satur-

Shipp telephoned A. H. Washburn, 
publisher, that he believed the of- 
fice had information on the news- 
paper robbery.

voir project is scheduled to be fin- 
ished by July of this year. Set up 
with the primary purpose of provid- 
ing hydro-electric power and flood 
control, the project will create an 
18-mile long lake with a shoreline 
of 170 miles. 


Residents of southwest Arkansas 


believe the Narrows will prove to 
be a "natural" for sportsmen and 
vacationers. They pojnt to the fish- 
ing fame ot the Little Missouri and 
report that fine catches already 
have been taken from parts of the 
reservoir where water has reached 
a depth of 135 feet. 


Under a bill introduced late last 


month in Congress by Representa- 
tive Oren Harris, El Dorado, the 
new lake would be named Lake 
Grecson, in honor of the late Mar- 
tin W. Grceson.
